Ballot Fraud 


Was the 1960 election stolen from Richard 
^Jixon° Many Republicans in high places are 
convinced that it was and that no chances 
should be taken (his year for a repetition of the 
frauds that were committed. 


The Nixon headquarters has organized Iftft.ftftO 
watchers to keep their eyes on what is happen­ 
ing in connection with the registration of voters 
and the voting on election day. Out of this num­ 
ber, at least 20 000 are examiners who have 
been trained and instructed about the things to 
watch in specific areas in the big cities. 


Already, according 
to the 
Chicago 
Daily 
News, scores of persons who have been regis­ 
tered in a certain ward in Chicago have given 
addresses of burned-out buildings and vacant 
lots or houses where other tenants now live. 


FEW PEOPLE To d a y are aware of what 
happened in the election just eight years ago. 
Victor Lasky, in a book just published by the 
Trident Press in New York City. points out that 
Nixon was declared as defeated bv only 119.00ft 
votes out of 68.000.000. Lasky writes: 
“ Hardly had the votes been counted before 
complaints poured in—particularly from Illinois 
and Texas—that the election had been ‘stolen.’ 


“ All three m ajor Chicago newspapers agreed 
that the charges had some substance. As the 
Chicago Tribune put it. ‘The election of Nov. 8 
was characterized bv such gross and palpable 
fraud as to justify the conclusion that (Richard 
Nixon I was deprived of victory.’ . . . 
“ Kennedy had taken Illinois and its 27 elec­ 
toral votes bv less than 10.000 votes and. as 
usual, most of the alleged vote-stealing oc­ 
curred 
in Democrat-controlled Cook County, 
Many city precincts reported more votes than 
were actually cast on the basis of ballot re­ 
quests 
Eventually the election hoard of one 
precinct was convicted of fraud. 
“Responsible 
Texans estimated 
that 
from 
100.000 to 150.000 ballots were actually cast that 
were never accounted for. Since Kennedy car 
Tied the slate by less than 50.000. these ballots 
might easily have changed the result. 
In his ‘Look’ article. ‘How To Steal an Elec­ 
tion.’ Richard Wilson wrote that 'n one Texas 
precinct where onlv 86 persons received ballots, 
the results showed Kennedy 117: Nixon 24 All 
over Texas, sim ilar irregularities occurred. And 
similar charges were made in Pennsylvania, 
Missouri and New .Jersey." 
Nixon was urged at the time bv his support­ 
ers to contest the election Rut, on looking into 
the legal aspects, he discovered it would take 
at least a year and a half to get a recount in 
Cook County, and that there was no procedure 
for getting a recount in Texas. He finally decod­ 
ed against it. says Lasky. “ because of the 
chaos it would have created in government ’’ 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation is fully 
aware of thp immediate problem of preventing 
frauds in the 170 000 voting precincts throughout 
the country. It is believed, however, that much 
of the irregularity occurs primarily in four or 
five of the big cities. 
The FBI has already started a probe of what 
is happening in Chicago based on the irregulari­ 
ties discovered this month bv the Chicago Daily 
News and the Better Government Association. 
Two Chicago aldermen this week demanded 
that the FBI broaden its inspection of “ ghost 
voters" to include 28 of the city’s 50 wards 
Apparently there are not always enough en­ 
forcement officers or agents 
to detect 
the 
frauds that go on in many districts. This is whv 
the Nixon organization has sought out vohin 
teers. several of them former agents of the 
FBI, to uncover fraud and submit the evidence 
to the FBT. 


THE VOTING RIGHTS ACT of 1965 provides 
safeguards to the right 'o vote and defines ne* 
offenses growing out of violations of voting 
laws. 
Also, under other federal laws, conspiracies 
to injure, threaten or intimidate anv ci*izen in 
the free exercise of his constitutional rights and 
conspiracies by election officials to stuff boxes 
or miscount votes or omit certain returns are 
punishable by fines up to 5.000 dollars and IO 
years in prison 
The laws apolv not merely to actual balloting 
but to registration.

Conservative Students 
Say College Too Liberal 


PIK EV ILLE, Ky. CAP) - In 


a year when liberal college stu­ 
dents across the nation are re­ 
belling against conservative ad­ 
ministrators, the inconceivable 
is happening at Pikeville Col­ 
lege-conservative students are 
accusing their administration of 
being too liberal. 
The students haven't taken to 
the 
streets. 
Nor 
have 
they 
threatened to take over the col­ 
lege administration building. 
But the signs of a liberal-con­ 
servative conflict are unmistak­ 
able at the campus, which is 
dug into a mountain slope high 
above this eastern Kentucky 
city of 5,800. 
the issues are the same as 
on 
many 
campuses: 
f r e e 
speech, freedom in the class­ 
room, the college’s involvement 
in social problems, the imper­ 
sonality of the education sys­ 
tem, student dress and activi­ 
ties, and the college's response 
to change. 
However, the sides are the re­ 
verse of what they are at other 
campuses-with 
the 
students 
laking a conservative position 
on almost every issue and the 
administration taking a liberal 
one. 
Senior Dave Cleavanger, who 
classes himself a conservative, 
put it this way: “ We must have 
the only rightwing student pro­ 
test movement in the country.” 
The 
student 
conservatives, 
who seem to have a numerical 
upper hand in the 1.200-member 
student body, strongly support 
the Vietnam war and the draft. 
As for the college, they feel 
that the administration of Pike- 
ville's 37-year-old president. Dr. 


] Thomas H. Johns, is too liberal 
and that Johns is attempting to 
change the institution too fast. 
“ We're taking education out 
of its box.” Johns said. “ We're 
addressing it to the 20th cen­ 
tury.” 
Conservatives at this Pres­ 
byterian-affiliated 
institution 
aren t impressed. 
Conservative 
students 
have 
accused Johns of ousting elderly 
faculty members and replacing 
them with teachers who have 
liberal leanings. 
The college board of trustees 
has given Johns a vote of confi­ 
dence but opposition by the con­ 
servatives continues. Said stu- 
. dent council president Robert 
Ford, “ W ere not satisfied with 
the investigation,’' referring to 
the 
action 
by 
the 
trustees. 
I “ We re going to have to have 
more.” 
President Johns said he's will­ 
ing to do everything possible to 
cooperate with the students, but 
I that he won t budge from his 
policy of “ freeing kids' minds.’' 
Johns said his administration 
; has given students new freedom 
to speak out in the classroom, 
put them on faculty and college 
trustee committees and repeat­ 
edly encouraged them to “ do 
your own thing.” 
“ We don’t know what our 
thing is,” remarked one sopho­ 
more. “ And even if we did we 
don't know how to do it.” 
Not all the students are con­ 
servative. There is a small, but 
increasingly 
vocal 
group 
of 
campus liberals, and the con­ 
servatives fear that the liberals 
are gaining support “ by leaps 
and bounds.”

WASHINGTON (^\P) - 
fense work in 16 industrial 
plants will cost tlie Pentagon at 
least an extra $55 8 million be­ 
cause 
the 
contractors lea^ 
rather than purchase their facil­ 
ities, a new government study 
shows. 
And if all the leases were re­ 
newed for continued defense 
work, tlie extra espen.se would 
jump to $99.3 million, according 
to the report just released by 
the General Accounting Office, 
Congress’ auditing agency. 
Tlie practice of leasing rather 
than buying land and buildings 
to perform defense work is 
widespread in private industry’, 
GAO said. 
The agency’s auditors studied 
the operations of 17 private con­ 
tractors in 20 locations and 
found what GAO called 63 sig­ 
nificant lease arrangements— 
those where annual rentals to­ 
taled $50,000 or more a year—in 
16 of those locations. 
Neither the contractors nor 
the locations w’ere identified, 
but the GAO said most of the 
work w’as done under negotiated 
contracts. T.iese are priced on 
the basis of cost to the contrac- 


tor, and the contractor is able to 
charge off to the government as 
costs the rent paid for the land 
and buildings. 
Armed services procurement 
regulations permit this practice, 
GAO said, while se\orely res­ 
tricting the amount which a con­ 
tractor may charge to the gov­ 
ernment on owned facilities. 
! By the time all of the 63 
leases studied by GAO expire, 
therefore, the extra cost to the 
g o v e r n m e n t through rent 
charges w ill be $55.8 million. If 
all of the leases are renewed, it 
will be $99.3 million. 
And, GAO noted, 23 of the 
leases have afready come up for 
renewal and all have been re­ 
newed. 
Wlien GAO asked tlie contrac­ 
tors why they leased rather 
than purchased facilities, nine 
cited “ the basic instability of 
government business and the 
: greater risk they w'ould assume 
i by purchasing facilities.” 
i ‘However, GAO said. “ We 
found that five of the nine con­ 
tractors executed several leas­ 
ing agreements for initial lease 
periods of 10 years or longer. It 
w’ould seem that in such in­ 


stances contractors were willing 
to assume the risk of long-term 
occupancy.” 
In all, GAO said it found 23 
leasing agreements of at least 
10 years’ duration. 
The Defense Department, aft­ 
er studying the GAO repwt, 
said it would look into the possi­ 
bility of altering the procure- 
ment regulations to encourage 
contractors to purchase, instead 
of lease, plant facilities.

And if all the leases were re­ 
newed for continued defense 
work, the extra expense would 
jump to $99.3 million, according 
to tile report just released by 
the General Accounting Office. 
Congress’ auditing agency. 
Tile practice of leasing rather 
than buying land and buildings 
to perform defense work is 
widespread iii private industry', 
GAO said 
The agency’s auditors studied 
the operations of 17 private con­ 
tractors in 20 locations and 
found what GAO called 63 sig­ 
nificant lease arrangements— 
those where annual rentals to­ 
taled $50,000 or more a year—in 
16 of those locations. 
Neither the contractors nor 
the locations were identified. 
but the GAO said most of the 
work was done under negotiated 
contracts. These are priced on 
the basis of cost to the contrac­ 


tor, and the contractor is able to 
charge off to the government as 
costs the rent paid for the land 
and buildings. 
Armed services procurement 
regulations permit this practice, 
GAO said, while severely res­ 
tricting the amount which a con­ 
tractor may charge to the gov­ 
ernment on owned facilities. 
By the time all of the 63 
leases studied by GAO expire, 
therefore, the extra cost to the 
g o v e r n m e n t through rent 
charges will be $55.8 million. If 
all of the leases are renewed, it 
will be $99.3 million. 
And. GAO noted, 23 of the 
leases have already come up for 
renewal and all have been re­ 
newed. 
Wien GAO asked the contrac­ 
tors wily they leased rather 
than purchased facilities, nine 
cited “ the basic instability of 
government business and the 
greater risk they would assume 
by purchasing facilities.” 
However. GAO said. “ We 
found that five of tile nine con­ 
tractors executed several leas­ 
ing agreements for initial lease 
periods of IO years or longer. It 
would seem "that in such in­ 


stances contractors were willing 
to assume the risk of long-term 
occupancy.” 
In all, GAO said it found 23 
leasing agreements of at least 
IO years’ duration. 
The Defense Department, aft­ 
er studying Hie GAO report, 
said it would look into the possi­ 
bility of altering the procure­ 
ment regulations to encourage 
contractors to purchase, instead 
of lease, plant facilities.
